And What Hove Vow

For a nation of supposedly in­ 
dependent people we have made a 
mistake somewhere down the line 
and have turned far too many of 
our problems over the the federal 
bureaucracy. And now it would 
appear that these people are creat­ 
ing more problems than they are 
solving. 
We have a farm policy that 
farmers can’t live with. We don’t 
seem to be much closer to an 
energy policy now than we were a 
year 
ago. 
And 
now 
this 
bureaucracy has started playing a 
numbers game with our health 
care system. 
And on top of all of this, Congress 
and this bureaucracy continues to 
feed the fires of inflation that make 
all of these problems even worse. 
The farmer keeps getting less 
and less for his product while the 
prices he pays for everything else 
keeps being pushed up by inflation. 
President 
Carter and this 
bureaucracy has bought the line 
that conservation — not devel­ 
opment — is the answer to the 
energy crisis. When about half of 
the oil this nation uses comes from 
overseas it is hard to understand 
how a policy of conservation is 
going to make this nation self 
sufficient for its energy needs. And 
here again, inflation is working at 
cross purposes in this problem. 
And now this bureaucracy is in 
the process of creating new 
problems for our already hurting 
health care industry. This industry, 
like all the rest of us, has been hurt 
by inflation, federal rules and 
regulations and high insurance 
Now we have some wise people in 
Washington who have decided that 
the industry would be more ef­ 
ficient if there were less of them. 
They have 
determined 
that 
hospitals could operate more 
economically if they stayed 80 
percent full all of the time. 
No doubt that this might be true, 
but now they need to come up with 
some method to determine when it 
is our time to be sick. Anyone who 
watches the list of hospital patients 
each week knows that there are 
peak times and slow times in the 
hospital business. For the most 
part, not too many people end up in 
the hospital during the warmer 
months but then most hospitals 
become overcorwded during the 
colder months. 
Now if the bureaucrats can just 
figure out how to solve this problem 
their [dan might work. Maybe they 
can assign each of us a time during 
the year that we can get sick or 
have an accident. 
The people of Hamlin, like the 
citizens across this nation, have 
spent a lot of time, effort and 
money seeking good health care 
service and now the poeple in 
Washington are trying to tell us 
that we do not need a hospital. We 
can just go to Abilene, that is 
providing that we go when a room 
is available. 
The Department of Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare has 
published its “National Guidelines 
for Health Planning” in the 
Federal Register and has sought 
the public’s response to them. We 
suspect that they have received 
mail by the truck loads in protest. 
The deadline for writing to 
DHEW was Tuesday but it is never 
too late to write your elected 
representatives in Washington and 
tell them how you fed. It is time 
that these people be told that we 
would like for them to spend more 
time solving our problems and less 
time creating them. 
It is high time that the people of 
this country wake up to the fact 
that they must spend more time 
solving their own problems and 
quit relying on Washington and 
Austin. And those problems that 
by their very nature must be 
handled by the state or federal 
government need more of our 
attention. We can no longer just sit 
back and enjoy the good life and 
hope that someone else will see that 
it continues.

ACCORDING TO TNA SURVEY- 
90% of State's Hospitals Fail 
To Meet Proposed Guidelines 


The 
Texas 
Hospital 
Association (THA) today 
released the results of a 
statewide survey of hospitals. 
The survey indicates that 
well over 90 percent of the 
hospitals in Texas cannot now 
comply with the proposed 
“ National Guidelines for 
Health Planning” . 
This survey was conducted 
by THA to determine if Texas 
hospitals are currently in 
compliance with the proposed 
“ National Guidelines for 
Health Planning” that were 
published in the Federal 
Register by the Department 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare (DHEW). 


Gwen Lewis Joins 


O. Ray Hurst, President of 
THA, said, “ This survey 
indicates 
that 
if 
these 
guidelines are finalized as 
published, 
most 
of 
the 
hospitals in Texas will be 
forced to drastically reduce 
services or close. In this day 
of outstanding medical ad­ 
vances it is tragic that our 
federal government wants to 
deny our citizens quality 
health care in the local 
community.” 
The survey results indicate 
that the impact of these 
proposals will fall most 
heavily on 
the 
sm aller 
hospitals (IOO beds and un­ 
der) . Over 96 percent of these 
smaller hospitals would be 
closed because of annual 


occupancy below 80 percent if 
the proposals are carried to 
their ultimate end. Almost 96 
percent would be forced to 
close the obstetrical unit and 
send mothers-to-be to distant 
facilities for delivery. Hurst 
went on to say “we can’t 
believe that our elected of­ 
ficials 
will 
permit 
the 
bureaucrats to deny health 
care to our citizens. However, 
this could happen based on 
these proposals unless the 
public joins with hospitals 
and physicians to oppose 
these drastic limitations of 
beds and services.” 
THA is the Austin based 
trade association of over 700 
hospitals and health care 
institutions in Texas. 


Hospital, City Buy 
Emergency Vehicle 


The Hamlin City Council 
voted here Monday evening 
to join with the Hamlin 
Hospital District in pur­ 
chasing an ambulance and 
other emergency medical 
equipment. Each govern­ 
mental agency will pay $6,250 
towards the equipment. 
The Hospital District has 
been approved for a $12,500 
matching fund grant from the 
Texas Department of Health 
Resources for the emergency 
medical vehicle and radio 
equipment 
The equipment is scheduled 
for spring delivery. The 
Hospital will handle the 
billing and administration of 
the ambulance service with 
the two agencies sharing the 
costs. 
The council also voted to 
carry their 
own 
unem­ 
ploym ent com pensation 
rather than being taxed by 


the 
Texas 
Employment 
Commission. New state law 
requires all governmental 
agencies to be covered by 
unemployment compensation 
after the first of the year. 
The council authorized 
John Steele, city secretary, to 
check into the possibility of 
the city receiving a federal 
grant for recreation purposes 
along the abandoned railroad 


right of way in the north port 
of the city. The federal 
government has a program of 
grants and allocations for 
Recreation and Conservation 
use of abandoned railroad 
right of way.

Williams reported to the 
council that work had started 
on the repair and rebuilding 
of the city's dog pound.

Roby—While area cotton 
farm ers are busily har­ 
vesting a record crop, the 
unusual growth conditions 
are increasing the threat of 
boll weevil infestations for 
next year’s crop, county 
E xtension entom ologist 
David Finley warned. 
The prolonged period of 
warm weather has produced 
a new topgrowth on cotton 
stalks which already have 
been stripped, Finley noted. 
And this regrowth is pro­ 
viding squares on which adult 
weevils can fatten up enough 
to survive the winter and 
create problems early next 
season, he said. 
The Extension agent en­ 
couraged producers to take 
time to shred the green stalks 
promptly after harvesting, 
even though they are busy 
stripping other fields. “It's 
going to save producers 
money 
next 
year,” 
he 
stressed. 
If the weevils go into 
diapause at less than full 


strength, instead of being 
allowed to fatten up, few are 
likely to survive the winter, 
Finley said. 
Weevils in the Texas Plains 
are spreading out more than 
usual this fall, searching for 
food, James F. Leser, area 
entomologist with the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Ser­ 
vice, said. “It is an unusual 
year. In most years, cotton 
doesn't get a regrowth at the 
top of the stalk and provide 
the fruiting forms on which 
the weevils fatten up," Leser 
said. 
The stalks have to be 
shredded sooner or later, 
county entomologist Finley 
said. Doing it “sooner” can 
be a major step in reducing 
weevil problems for next 
year’s crop, he said.

Farmers Urged to Shred 


Green Stalks Promptly 


Roby—While area cotton 
farmers are busily har­ 
vesting a record crop, the 
unusual growth conditions 
are increasing the threat of 
boll weevil infestations for 
next year’s crop, county 
Extension entomologist 
David Finley warned. 
The prolonged period of 
warm weather has produced 
a new topgrowth on cotton 
stalks which already have 
been stripped, Finley noted. 
And this regrowth is pro­ 
viding squares on which adult 
weevils can fatten up enough 
to survive the winter and 
create problems early next 
season, Im said. 
The Extension agent en­ 
couraged producers to take 
time to shred the green stalks 
promptly after harvesting, 
even though they are busy 
stripping other fields. “It’s 
going to save producers 
money 
next 
year,” 
he 
stressed. 
If the weevils go into 
diapause at less than full 


strength, instead of being 
allowed to fatten up, few are 
likely to survive the winter, 
Finley said. 
Weevils in the Texas Plains 
are spreading out more than 
usual this fall, searching for 
food, James F. Lescr, area 
entomologist with the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Ser­ 
vice, said. “It is an unusual 
year. In most years, cotton 
doesn’t get a regrowth at the 
top of the stalk and provide 
the fruiting forms on which 
the weevils fatten up,” Leser 
said. 
The stalks have to be 
shredded sooner or later, 
county entomologist Finley 
said. Doing it “sooner” can 
be a major step in reducing 
weevil problems for next 
year’s crop, he said.
